N view of a growing belief that the United States, in or- 
der to defend itself, must be prepared to assist in de- 
fense of its Latin American neighbors, the execution 

of Fleet Problem XX in the West Indies and Atlantic 
Ocean east of the Lesser Antilles is assuming greater sig- 
nificance daily as time draws near for the fleet to begin its 
passage of the Panama Canal. 

The problem is essentially one which would confront 
this country should any European power or coalition of 
powers ever seek to cripple our military ‘‘life-line’’—the 
Panama Canal—from the sea or to establish in the Amer- 
icas or West Indies a base from which to conduct opera- 
tions. 


In connection with the major problem, the newly created 
Atlantic Squadron and the Fleet Marine Force will com- 
bine in a base defense problem in the vital Culebra area 
just before and after the main fleet exercise. 

For the purposes of Problem XX the United States 
Fleet, under Admiral Claude Bloch, will be divided into 
two portions, a ‘‘Black’’ foree charged with defending the 
coast, and an attacking ‘‘ White’’ foree. The mission of the 
Black force will be to defeat the Whites and prevent estab- 
lishment of a shore base. All of the complex units of the 
modern fleet will be employed in surprise day and night 
operations and the problem is intended, according to the 
Navy Department, to provide the maximum fleet and per- 
sonnel training and the severest possible tests of materiel 
under actual conditions. 

The problem will involve 147 surface vessels of all types 
and 600 aircraft, together with 3,000 officers and 50,000 
men. 

The Navy Department has explained carefully that the 
problem is not intended to reflect any phases of world 
polities. The implications, however, are obvious. Although 
the problem was conceived long before the historic Lima 
conference, the proceedings there have served to increase 
the interest in the Navy’s first Jarge-scale Atlantic opera- 
tions in many years. Since the problem was announced, 
the Navy Department also has created the new Atlantic 
Squadron. 

Fleet Problem XX is only another reflection of an ines- 
capable conclusion—that any realistic conception of our na- 
tional defense must contemplate defensive operations in 
either the Pacific or the Atlantic—or both.

ITH the fortheoming Golden 
Gate International Exposition

have a general knowledge of the most pertinent facts 
eoneerning that part of the State’s early history which 
is closely woven with that of the Marine Corps. 

Like the annexation of Texas in 1845 and the con- 
troversial Oregon question 
with England which started 
in about 1820, the aequisi- 
tion of the gold rush State 
from Mexieo was another 
step in the expansion of ' 
the Monroe Doctrine ideal- 
ogy that was proclaimed 
by President Monroe in 
1823 and which has flour- 
ished down through the 
years. 

That the actions of our 
government and our naval 
forees in Texas, Mexico, 
California and Oregon were 
stems from the roots of this 
definitely planted Doctrine 
ean hardly be denied. 

American statesmen of the time were determined, even 
at the cost of war. that no foreign power, or group of 
powers, should hold sovereignty over the lands border- 
ing on the west coasts of the United States. They de- 
manded a free and United States clear to the Paeifie. 

If we are to be just in retrospect of history, neither 
we nor England. who insistently and doggedly forced 
her influence into the internal affairs of Texas, Louisi- 
ana and California, as well as the Oregon Territory.

The famous ery of 
“Fifty-four forty, or fight” 
might have led us into an- 
other war with England 
had not President Polk’s 
astute Secretary of State 
saved the day with his fa- 
mous compromise on the 
forty -ninth parallel. So 
: we got off without another 
war with our’ English 
cousins and with a just 
and fortunate proportion of Oregon. 

Texas won her independence from Mexico in 1836 and 
from the time and day of her independence her political 
leaders worked hard for annexation to the United States. 
California. from the beginning of her history, considered 
herself a separate and independent province of Spain 
and would not recognize Mexico as her mother country. 
Her government was usually in the hands of a military 
officer at Monterey. 











For several years, while Mexico boiled in the reactions 
of her own guerrilla warfare and her newly won free- 
dom from Spain, California remained tied to the mother 
country on the other sides of the waters. In 1820 she 
adopted the Spanish constitution, but under foreign in- 


fluence and pressure she reversed herself and gave her 
allegiance to Mexico in 1822. The hand of England 
was evident in this affair as she later offered to buy 


California from the Mexicans. Strenuous objections from 
the Californians and the United States caused the deal 
to fall through. 

From the time that California new allegiance 
to Mexico until 1840 there is a complicated and not un- 
interesting movement of local and international polities.

However, Fre- 
mont, an aggressive soldier, incurred the unfriendliness 
of Larkin and several other high authorities in Calli- 
fornian affairs, and was more or asked to leave 
the country. 

At about this point in the history of California entered 
a man whose trek over two oceans and through a for- 
eign land rivals the famous “Message to Garcia.” That 
man was Lieutenant Archibald Gillespie of the United 
States Marines, who as a special emissary from Presi- 
dent James K. Polk traveled in disguise with secret 
instructions to Larkin, Fremont, and Commodore Sloat, 
who was in command of a U. S. Naval squadron in 
Pacifie waters. 

There is nothing definite stated in history as to what 
instructions President Polk gave to Gillespie, but from 
all accounts the President evidently sent him there to 
bring about a better coordination and cooperation be- 
tween Americans acting for the American cause and to 
set these forces in motion for the coming war which 
opened officially with Mexico before Gillespie landed 
in California. 

The President called Gillespie into his office at Wash- 
ington one October evening in 1845 and issued to him 
some secret orders. What little of these instructions 
were given to him in writing have been destroyed and 
what those orders were has never been divulged. A com- 
plete conglomeration of guesswork as to their actual 
contents has clouded the possibility of securing an un- 
biased knowledge. 

History, however, does relate to us that Gillespie left

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A PILLION ON PEGASUS

HEN aartillerymen equipped themselves with op- 

tical instruments, the effect was to lend seven- 

league boots to their eyes. When later they donned 
radio telephone head-sets and spoke into microphones, they 
put the wings of Mercury to their voices. The result of 
all this has been a mobility of sight and voice and hearing 
that conformed to the Herculean strength of their weapon ; 
only lacking was an omnipresent Olympian height to pro- 
vide the perfect observation post; and the three-dimen- 
sional charger, of the Pegasus type, for ideal reconnais- 
sance purposes. What motorization had brought us in in- 
ereased strategic mobility was partially offset by a definite 
decrease in tactical mobility—the cross-country car has not 
been issued which in all! respects is the equal to the horse 
for reconnaissance purposes, nor for transportation of 
men and equipment to observation posts difficult of access. 

The use of airplanes with artillery has been successful. 
This is proven by the artillery adjustments that have been 
made in warfare employing observation from airplanes. 
But to meet the modernly 
effective anti-aircraft attack, 
airplanes are built for ever- 
increasing speed, with more 
and heavier armament, ne- 
eessitating faster landing 
speeds a requirement result- 
ing in larger and more re- 
mote landing fields, and in 
turn a consequently further 
removal from the sphere of 
influence of the artillery. 
The faster the airplane, the 
less useful to the artillery- 
man as an o. p. of super- 
super elevation, for the ob- 
server passes out of a con- 
venient observing location 
almost as soon as he finds 
himself in it. 

Balloons are vulnerable, 
lack mobility and are expen- 
sive. They permit of obser- 
vation with field glasses, but must ascend far behind the 
guns, again removing the elevated o. p. from the influence 
of the using arm. 

With a scientific curiosity as to whether the autogiro 
might prove to be the Pegasus that would complete the 
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Olympian picture, the Field Artillery at Fort Bragg and 
at Fort Sill has made many well-controlled tests of the 
powers and limitations of the craft. The findings have 
been in substance as follows: (1) It possesses some ad- 
vantages for artillery use that airplanes and balloons have 
to a less degree; (2) It should be made more rugged; 
(3) It is deserving of further employment and experimen- 
tation. 

Whoever has compared man’s attempt to imitate the 
flight of birds has noted his great failure to alight as our 
feathered friends alight—gently and accurately upon a 
point. In 1923 Senor Juan de la Cierva announced to the 
world that he had perfected a machine which was able to 
ascend almost vertically, hover over a point, and descend 
much like an elevator. An exponent of greater safety in 
the air, he had the misfortune to die in a transport plane 
accident at the age of forty-one, before the full fruition 
of his dream. 

The artillery was not long in recognizing the fact that 
the giro possesses certain ad- 
vantages interesting to its 
arm. It is possible to fly in 
still air as slowly as 20 miles 
per hour. The ship has a 
maximum speed of 130 miles 
per hour and a cruising 
speed of 105 miles per hour. 
When fiving into a wind of 
16 miles per hour or greater, 
it is possible to hover over a 
peint. Descent may be made 
with or without power, ver 
tically or with a glide. 

On this Pegasus, the ar- 
tilleryman can turn with 
the agility and speed of a 
well-mounted polo player;

never attributed to the horses of either cireus or fable. 
Taking off in still air, this superhunter can clear an ob- 
stacle 50 feet high at a distance of 300 feet from the start- 
ing point.

OR nearly forty vears Major Henry Leonard, USMC, 
retired, has performing an unusual mission. 
Destiny, it seems, long ago endowed him with a ge- 
nius ever to be close at hand when one of his brother offi- 
cers, Smedley D. Butler, found himself in a_ perilous 
situation. Had Major Leonard been called upon to execute 
this mission once or twice it would not have been unusual. 
Even three times could be attributed to coincidence; but 
more than that appears to indicate the intervention of 
Fate. Whether storming a nest of Filipino insurgents, or 
dragging his own wounded body away from the walls of 
Tientsin, or ringed by hostile rebels, General Butler has 
but to raise his hand and the man, like a genie, appears. 
Small wonder that the friendship between these two 
warriors has attained legendary significance. But to learn 
its inception one must turn back the blood-soaked pages of 
history to the days of the pacification of the Philippines 
and the Boxer uprising in China, when American Marines 
were flinging themselves against the barricaded gates of 
Tientsin, were the two names linked. Brigadier General 
A. R. F. Doward. commanding the British Forees of North 
China, mentioned in his reports: ‘‘ Among many in- 
stances of personal bravery in action I propose to bring 
to notice in dispatches the conduct of First Lieut. Smedley 
D. Butler, United States Marine Corps, in bringing in a 
wounded man from the front under heavy and accurate 
fire. Lieutenant Butler was wounded while so doing, but 
I am glad to learn not seriously. The regimental adjutant, 
First Lieut. Henry Leonard, as Lieutenant Butler was suf- 
fering severely, volunteered to carry him out of the firing 
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(Illustrated by Frederick S. Thomas) 


line. This gallant feat he successfully accomplished, but 
I regret to say was very dangerously wounded in so doing.’”’ 

Henry Leonard was born in Washington, D. C., on the 
last day of July, 1876. On June 9, 1898, the day before 
the Marines landed the first American troops on Cuban 
soil, he was appointed second lieutenant in the Marine 
Corps. This appointment, for war service, terminated on 
February 11, 1899. Leonard was discharged and imme- 
diately accepted reappointment in a permanent rank. Lieu- 
tenant Butler, whose name Fate was just beginning to link 
with Leonard’s, was also discharged and reappointed on 
that same day. 

The acquisition of the Philippines necessitated a garri- 
son of Marines, and on March 9, 1899, Admiral Dewey 
cabled a request for one battalion to guard the Naval Sta- 
tion at Cavite. The unit was hastily assembled at the New 
York Navy Yard. Rushed by special train across the coun- 
try, the Marine battalion was soon aboard the U.S.A.T. 
Newport. Among the officers were Henry Leonard and 
Smedley Butler, both of whom had been promoted to first 
lieutenant on the same day, April 8, 1899, five days before 
they entrained for the West Coast. 

The Newport was no luxury liner. She was a coughing, 
wheezing old transport, designed only for coastwise sailing. 
Twice on the month-long voyage between San Francisco 
and Manila the decrepit old tramp blew her boilers and 
lay wallowing like a dead whale in the trough of the 
heavy seas. 

Even after they arrived in Manila, debarked and were 
towed in barges across the bay to Cavite, the outfit was 
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beset by difficulties. An epidemic of measles broke out 
and tropical fevers ravaged the command. The filthy, in- 
sanitary quarters evacuated by the Spanish were almost 
uninhabitable, so the Marines dug in and virtually rebuilt 
the entire garrison. 

The impatience of the young officers to get through with 
the rehabilitation and on to the fighting knew no limits. 
But they were unrewarded until October, when the entire 
battalion marched out of the old fortress of Cavite, con- 
fronted with the task of dislodging the rebels and cap- 
turing the town of Novaleta. Lieutenants Leonard and 
Butler were both in command of companies. 

About 9:45 the following morning the enemy’s outposts 
were reached. There was a sharp, bitter fight in the swamp- 
land. Butler’s company followed a tortuous, sandy road 
that coiled like a tawny snake through the marshes. Sud- 
denly before they knew it they were upon a Filipino tench. 
A volley blasted into them. The Marines flattened them- 
selves to the earth and sought protection behind thorny 
bushes and returned the fire. It was Butler’s first com- 
mand, his first pitched battle; and he afterward remarked 
that it hadn’t set so well on his stomach. 

Lieutenant Leonard received the report of the situation. 
Without hesitation he swung his men to the 
flank. They debouched into a paddy field, wad- 


eral Butler by presenting him with a ceremonial umbrella 
subscribed to by ten thousand Chinese citizens. 

But in the grim dawn of that June morning of 1900, 
Boxers intrenched before the village opened a sudden and 
devastating fire on the approaching column. Surprised, 
outnumbered a hundred to one, the Marines started to fall 
back, fighting as they went. They had retreated some four 
hundred yards when Lieutenant Butler learned that one 
of his wounded men had been left behind. So the lieuten- 
ant, with another officer and four enlisted men, scurried 
back. Hostile bullets crackled and snarled about them. 
They picked up their man. With two Marine riflemen en- 
deavoring to slow up the Chinese advance, the others bore 
the groaning burden. It was slow going and the air was 
alive with bullets. Fanwise the Chinese began spreading 
out to cut off the retreat of the foolhardy Americans. 

In the meantime news came to Lieutenant Leonard that 
Butler needed him again. Once more he swung his force 
of twenty-five men into action and raced to the assistance 
of the trapped detachment. They arrived not a moment too 
soon. The Chinese faltered, and the gallant Leonard and 
his men held them off during a five-hour retreat. 

After a day or so of reorganization, and reinforced by 

troops of other nations, the attack against 
Tientsin went forward again. There was heavy, 





ing waist deep in the muddy slime. Fire was 
opened on them from a block house. They 
silenced it. Then they went on to the relief 
of Butler’s beleaguered column. 

Possibly this shouldn’t be defined so dra- 
matically as a rescue, for it was part of the 
day’s work. Butler and his men could doubt- 
less have fought their own way out. But it 
forged the initial link in the remarkable chain 
of events that has endured for a generation. 

Things were more or less quiet after that. 
An occasional column threaded out into the 
jungles to stamp out revolt, but at the Naval 
Station the Marines settled down to garrison 
routine. And the young officers chafed under the inac- 
tivity. They both volunteered for duty in Guam. They 
wanted action—a desire that was to be fulfilled shortly 
with a vengeance. 

Just at the turn of the century a Chinese society, the 
I-ho Chuan, which was to gain infamy under the name 
of ‘‘Boxers,’’ blew the lid off the tranquil order of life 
in China. They slaughtered foreigners and Christian con- 
verts and laid siege to Peking. A detachment of Marines 
hammered its way into the city and was trapped there in 
the foreign legations. 

The Marines and soldiers in the Philippines were the 
closest available troops. So all that could be spared were 
hurried into ships and rushed to the Celestial Empire. 

The allied gunboats blazed their way past the Taku 
Forts and landed their forces at a little wooden dock at 
Tangku. Here they learned that the foreigners in Tientsin 
were in dire straits. The Marines commandeered a rusty 
old engine and a few flat cars. With Lieutenant Powell 
at the throttle and a private feeding the firebox, the train 
chugged out on its rust-eaten rails. That night they came 
to a demolished bridge. Sending the train back the men 
proceeded on foot. 

They were a pathetic handful, endeavoring to do what 
ultimately would require one hundred and fifty thousand 
allied soldiers. But they marched undauntedly ahead. 
Presently they came to a village. It was a small village 








desperate fighting before the outer portion of 
the city was carried by the Allies, the victory 
relieving the besieged foreigners. Here they 
paused to eatch their breath. 

The native city was still in the hands of the 
Boxers. On July 13 some seven thousand al- 
lied soldiers flung themselves against fifty times 
their own number. Across the muddy rice fields 
the assaulting parties splashed their way. The 
Chinese lined the walls of the city and kept up 
a constant and deadly fire against the invaders. 
Lieutenant Butler led a score and a half of 
his Marines up to the very gates. The natives 
beat them back. One of the men went down. 
Butler and a couple of the others picked him up and began 
carrying him to safety. The hostile fire increased. Leaden 
slugs buzzed through the air. One of them ripped into 
Butler’s leg. It staggered him but he kept going until 
they got their wounded burden under cover. Then he 
limped a little farther and sat down weakly. 

Presently Lieutenant Leonard and two enlisted men 
came looking for him. Leonard put his arm around his 
friend’s shoulder. Half dragging, half carrying, they bore 
the wounded officer toward the rear, with Chinese bullets 
splashing the mud about them. At last they reached a 
safer position. Once more had Lieutenant Leonard been 
on hand when Butler was in trouble. 

Later that afternoon the peculiar destiny that linked 
these two together again asserted itself. Leonard, too, was 
wounded. A bullet smashed his left arm. It later became 
necessary to amputate it. But even this did not finish the 
gallant officer’s career. Ten days after the storming of 
Tientsin, July 23, he was promoted to captain; on the same 
day that Butler also received his promotion. On May 13, 
1908, Captain Leonard was further promoted to the rank 
of major. In this instance he outstripped the brilliant 
Butler by about five months. 

Despite the handicap of the lost arm Major Leonard 
rendered valuable service to his Corps for more than a 
decade. On September 30, 1911, he was retired from ac- 
tive duty, but was temporarily recalled during the World

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THE MAGNOLIA SHOW-DOWN

ROM the third story of the Exchange Hotel the one 
inhabitant of the ghost-town of Magnolia watched 
with ferocious interest the dark speck approaching 
over the little used and sand-drifted road. The lat- 
eral beams of the low sun made the thing glisten like the 
polished back of a black beetle. With the last of the light 
the watcher saw the car turn as if to pass the abandoned 
town on a lower level.

But there had been a time when Magnolia’s children 
filled the two-story brick schoolhouse, when law and order 
filled the stout brick jail. The hotel was in keeping with 
the old flush days of the roaring town.

His business was to examine once more the low mound of 
sand and to heap more sand around it, and to smooth the 
unstable soil with the brim of his hat. Not that that pre- 
caution was necessary, as the invisible fingers of the wind 
were fussing with the long mound in endless activity.

NLISTED men of the Marine Corps are entitled 
to an annual allowance of uniform clothing. Any 
articles drawn in excess of this allowance shall be 
charged against their pay, and for articles not drawn 
they shall receive pay according to the annual estimated 
value thereof, but such amounts shall not be paid until 
discharged from the The money allowance for 
clothing is published annually in Marine Corps orders 
‘*Marine Corps Price List of Clothing, ete.”’ 
ALLOWANCES: the following is quoted from Marine 
Corps Order No. 142 effective 1 January, 1939.

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No matter where a man is stationed after the comple- 
tion of recruit training he is usually required to draw 
more clothing. When a man joins a post he is required 
to lay out his clothing and equipment to be inspected by 
his company commander. After the inspection is com- 
pleted the man whose clothing was inspected is then in- 
formed as to the additional articles needed for the amount 
required to have on hand, or to replace unserviceable 
articles. He is given a clothing requisition slip (N.M.C. 
604-Q.M.), which is a printed form listing all the articles 
of clothing for issue, and directed to fill in the proper 
spaces with the articles and sizes required and submit it 
to his company or detachment commander for vise in time 
to have it completed and turned in to the issuing officer 
at least two days prior to issue day. The company or 
detachment commander shall examine very carefully the 
requisition slips submitted to him for vise, strike off 
excessive or unnecessary articles, and require the men to 
enter thereon all necessary articles. 

A separate issue slip is required for each issue of cloth- 
ing to an individual. It will be prepared in triplicate by 
the use of earbon paper and an indelible pencil. The 
original and duplicate will be used by the issuing officer 
as sub-vouchers to the abstract of clothing issued. The 
triplicate will be given to the enlisted man concerned, at 
the time the issue is made, to be retained by him. Both 
the original and duplicate shall be signed by the enlisted 
man to whom the issue is made, and all three copies shall 
be signed by the witnessing officer. Organization com- 
manders may retain for safekeeping the triplicate issue 
slips pertaining to enlisted men of their organizations. 
The addition of the entries in the money value column 
on the triplicate should be verified and the issuing officer 
promptly notified of any discrepancy discovered. The 
value of each item (except toilet kits issued to recruits) 
and the total value of all the articles issued must be en- 
tered on the issue slip before it is signed by the man to 
whom the issue is made and by the witnessing officer. 
The value of a toilet kit issued to a recruit will not be 
entered on the issue slip, as it is not to be charged against 
his clothing account. 

All issues of clothing shall be witnessed by a commis- 
sioned officer other than the commanding officer or the 
issuing officer, when one is available (such availability to 
be determined by the commanding officer) ; when one is 
not available, the issue will be witnessed by the issuing 
officer. Where a noncommissioned officer is in charge, 
issues shall be witnessed by a noncommissioned officer 
other than the one in charge. The witnessing officer or 
noncommissioned officer shall attest each issue, as it is 
made, by affixing his signature to the issue slip. 

Each man has a clothing record book. This book is 
a record showing the balance of debits and credits of his 
clothing account. The clothing accounts of all enlisted 
men shall be settled semiannually, March 31 and Septem- 
ber 30, except as may be necessary to settle individual 
accounts for discharge, transfer to the Fleet Marine Corps 
Reserve, retirement, death, desertion, or sentence of gen- 
eral courtmartial involving confinement, with loss of pay 
and allowances, and dishonorable or bad-conduct dis- 
charge. Upon completion of the semiannual settlement of 
all clothing accounts carried by an officer in charge of such 
accounts, the duplicate copies shall be detached from the 
clothing records and arranged in (Continued on page 54)

In the course of training recruits, many 
new ideas must be brought into play to 
help elarify situations which would other 
confuse men entirely un 
military practice and pro 


wise tend to 
familiar with 
cedure. 

As an example, in teaching the use of 
the bayonet, dummies constructed of wood. 
excelsior and burlap are used for practice, 
built along different lines; some to repre 
sent the guard position, others for jab, 
vertical and horizontal butt

position, taking into consideration the fea 
tures of the terrain and the best method 
for directing fire power, ete. In Sea School, 
charts, maps, displays, and ship models are 
all used to show the men what they will 
have to contend with in actual combat. 
Visual instruction, of course, is always 
more of a than the quoting of 
dry facts, and is more easily assimilated 
by the men.

field.’’ One hundred per cent of the credit 
is due Sgt. Bennie Bunn, as he is solely 
responsible for this undertaking, and be 
has actually put a realistie touch to his 
work. In one hour of instruction on this 
course, the recruits probably get a better 
understanding of the principles of war- 
fare than if they were to read hours on 
end from military manuals. 

In regards to the statisties, the lot is 
35’ x 75’, houses, bridges, trenches, dam, 
powerhouse, airport and ete., being built to 
scale. Reviewing in sequence, we find in 
the first view a section of 24 men advance 
ing on the offensive, covered by a rolling 
barrage. The 75 mm. guns are visible to 
the right of the arch bridge. In the sec 
ond we have a good view of the first line 
of trenches, wire entanglements, and farm 
The third gives us a better view of 
the trenches, white spots being sand bag 
emplacements. Between the two trenches 
can be seen the machine gun emplacements, 
the fire being directed to cover the areca on 
either side of the wire entanglements. The 
soldiers are made of lead, and every con 
ceivable position is represented in this 
group. Telephone men, range finders, ma 
chine gunners, messengers, automatic rifle 
men, men equipped with field glasses (ob 
servers), men equipped with grenade dis 
charges (rifle grenadiers), men on _ the 
march, kneeling, firing from the prone, fir 
ing from shoulder are all placed in their 
appropriate position, thus getting the prop 
er effect. The fourth takes in the airport, 
with runway, wind sock, radio beacon, 
hangars, transports, pursuit planes, and 
administration building. To accomplish this 
work, Bunn devoted much of his time and 
ingenuity, but he no doubt feels well re 
paid, for his sandlot has been the means 
of teaching many men things which prob 
ably wouldn’t have been learned otherwise, 
and, after all, that is the ultimate purpose 
of every instructor in the Depot.

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PEARL HARBOR MOURNS 
PASSING OF 1ST SGT. WALLACE 


The death of Ist Sgt. Emery Wallace, 
stationed at the Marine Barracks, Pearl 
Harbor, was a shock to his many friends 
and the entire command when he suddenly 
passed away at his quarters early Satur- 
day morning, November 19th, from heart 
disease. 

Ist Sgt. Wallace enlisted in the Marine 
Corps in 1913 and served a varied and color- 
ful career for close to 25 years. He was 
wounded at Vera Cruz, and later served in 
Guantanamo, Cuba. He also served during 
the pacification of Santo Domingo; was 
with the Marines when they oceupied Haiti 
in 1916 and was one of the first men to be 
commissioned by General Smedley Butler 
in the Gendarmerie d’Haiti, where he served 
for seven years, resigning with the rank of 
Captain in 1923. 

In 1937 he was transferred to the Marine 
Barracks, Pearl Harbor, where he was as

was still acting in this capacity until his 
sudden passing last week. 

Ist Sgt. Wallace holds the following 
military decorations: Mexican Service Med 
al, Haitian Campaign Medal with clasp, 
Dominiean Campaign Medal, the Expedi 
tionary Medal, Victory Medal, and Good 
Conduct Medal with 4 bars. 

The loss of Ist Sgt. Emery Wallace to 
the Marines at Pearl Harbor means the 
irreparable loss of a friend—respected, un 
derstanding and loyal—the attributes of a 
fine man and a real soldier.

mission to Commodore Sloat at Mazatlan, 
Consul Larkin at Monterey and Fremont, 
wherever he could be found. 

The Marine officer traveled in disguise 
as a merchant on business and some his 
torians would have us believe that he either 
ate his instructions from the President or 
memorized them and then destroyed them. 
We can believe the latter, as certainly the 
man was practical enough to burn the 
papers without danger of being discovered 
and he was certainly sensible enough to 
know that the burning of a piece of heavy 
parchment is more conducive to good health 
than the eating of it. 

Gillespie arrived at Vera Cruz where he 
was met by the American consul. Together 
they traveled overland to Mexico City 
where the consul arranged for his trans

to the USS ‘‘Outside’’ and Pvt. Geyer 
transferred to our nation’s capital to be 
come a school-mar’m in the Marine Corps 
Institute.

Sloat. The Marine left Mexico City and 
after a rather hazardous trip across a 
revolutionary torn country he met the 
Commodore and delivered the President’s 
message. The text of the message must 
have been of heavy importance, for it 
caused that passive naval commander to 
place a ship at Gillespie’s disposal to carry 
him to the Sandwich Islands, thence to 
California, to further cloak his movements 
in secrecy, while Sloat himself weighed 
anchor for the shores of Monterey. 

Gillespie arrived at Monterey in a round 
about way and got in immediate touch with 
Mr. Larkin. Here again, historians leave 
us hanging out on a limb as to what his 
instructions to Larkin were. However, we 
can assume that the two men decided that 
Fremont must be brought back into the 
fold of closer cooperation and all forces 
operate as one. Fremont, by this time, was 
far into Northern California. 

The situation when Gillespie arrived was 
a split between Larkin and Commodore 
Sloat (who had arrived at Monterey) on 
one side and Fremont on the other. Sloat 
was not of the same mind as was Fremont; 


he sided more with Larkin. However, 
President Polk’s instructions, brought to 
California by Gillespie, surely must have 
contained some dynamite, for shortly after 
his arrival and contact with Fremont at 
Lake Klamath near the Oregonian border, 
action of a more aggressive form and 
more to Fremont’s liking, took place. 

The first change was the relief of Com 
modore Sloat by Commodore Stockton who 
immediately acted in cooperation with Fre 
mont. Gillespie has meantime alligned 
himself with the army captain, no doubt 
taking his cue from the President’s in- 
structions. He served with Fremont in 
some of the later armed engagements and 
with him was instrumental in raising the 
Bear Flag over Sonoma, when a part of 
the American-Californians proclaimed it the 
Bear Republic and independent of Mexico. 

War with Mexico had by this time been 
declared, although Fremont and Gillespie 
were ignorant of the declaration. But, and 
the acquisition of California is filled with 
buts and suppositions, it might have been 
with the thought in mind that such a war 
was inevitable that President Polk hurried 
Gillespie across two countries and oceans 
to get things set right before the blow-up 
came. 

Then, as now, the Marine Corps was not 
concerned with the political aspects of the 
situation. Their mission was to follow 
orders with the same unswerving loyalty to 
the government at Washington as _ they 
have always displayed. Whatever the po- 
litieal situation was before they landed, it 
was none of their affair ... it was war 
when they got there! 

With England trying to purchase the 
provinee from the Mexicans, who knew 
they did not control it and would lose it 
eventually, and with France seeking an op 
portunity to jump in and take a hand, 
and, strikingly important, the fact that the 
Californians preferred annexation to the 
United States, surely there was nothing left 
for President Polk to do, but tell Gillespie: 
‘*California must be saved to the Union 

peaceably if possible, but secured at 
all ecosts.’’ 

Sloat after meeting Gillespie at Mazatlan 
sailed for Monterey and landed there on 
July 7, 1846, and with sailors and Marines 
raised the first Stars and Stripes ever to 
fly over California. 

During the meantime Gillespie had met 
Fremont near Lake Klamath and together 
they started their trek back southward. 
With their small group of volunteers they 
fought their way through hostile bands of 
Indians and highwaymen. Several of them 
were killed and at times they lived on 
horseflesh. 

After taking Sonoma, Gillespie and Fre- 
mont organized the ‘‘Californian Bat- 
talion’’ and soon after their forces were 
augmented with a company of dragoons 
from among the Marines and bluejackets 
aboard the ships and some volunteers from 
ashore. 

On July 9, the Stars and Stripes were 
flung to the breeze at Yerba Buena (now 
San Francisco) and sailors and Marines 
again participated. Then events followed 
event in rapid succession. San Diego was 
oceupied by a force commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Rowan, USN, from the Cyane on 
July 29, when sailors and Marines landed 
there and hoisted the flag. 

On August 4, Santa Barbara was oc- 
eupied and on August 13, the naval forces 
marched into Los Angeles. Gillespie was 
with this foree and for a while with only 
about 72 men he remained on guard at 
Los Angeles as military governor of the 
southern district, to which post he had 
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apopinted by Commodore Stockton arm in this action and was later brevetted 
relieved Sloat. for his bravery.

correction is made. The clothing record 
book follows the man wherever he is sta- 
tioned throughout his enlistment. When 
his enlistment expires the book is sent to 
the Quartermaster at Marine Corps Head- 
quarters. In case a man reenlists he is 
given a new clothing record book. 

There are, no doubt, a large number of 
men who do not realize the true purpose of 
‘*A Clothing Allowance.’’ The clothing 
allowance is an equal allowance given to 
every enlisted man so that he may wear 
serviceable uniforms at all times without 
any cost to himself. The fact that a man 
is paid in eash for the unused part of his 
clothing allowance at the time his enlist- 
ment expires is no reason why he should 
deny himself of clothing he needs in order 
to receive a larger sum of clothing allow- 


anee. Your clothing allowance is not a sav 
ings account and should not be used as 
such. The only ways to save your clothing 


allowance are by making purchases and by 
taking good eare of your clothes. How 
ever, when you pay cash for your clothes 
from the Quartermaster’s Department you 
pay ten per cent more than the amount 
normally charged against your allowance. 
The ten per cent added to all cash sales is 
to pay the overhead expense such as pack- 
ing and shipping of the articles from place 
of manufacture. 

Men stationed in China usually save more 
on their clothing allowance than men sta 
tioned elsewhere. The reason is that they 
are given the opportunity to purchase their 
khaki uniforms, which are made to order, 
from Chinese tailors, instead of drawing 
against their clothing allowance. In order 
to maintain uniformity and comply with 
Post Regulations, this work is done under 
the supervision of the Commanding Officer. 

To draw clothing on your allowance and 
to sell it to civilians is a serious offense 
and should be impressed on every Marine. 
Though this offense has rarely been known 
to occur, it may cause men, who are not 
aware of the fact that their allowance is 
about exhausted, to be checked for over- 
drawn allowances. 

Men who are assigned to sea duty are 
authorized a larger clothing allowance than 
men assigned to other duty. Each man is 
given an additional allowance of $9.00 when 
he is assigned to sea duty and an addi 
tional allowance of $0.04 for each day while 
assigned to this duty. 

It has been learned through careful study 
just how much is needed by the average 
Marine who takes reasonable care of his 
clothing. The variations in allowance from 
year to year are occasioned by changes in 
the prices of various items, not by changes 
in the individual’s needs. The amount of 
allowance has been put at a figure that 
encourages the Marine to take good care 
of his clothing, yet does not tend to divert 
his attention from the fact that his chief 
purpose is to be an able and efficient sol 
dier. Only in exceptional cases is it neces- 
sary for a man to overdraw his clothing 
allowance in order to keep himself properly 
outfitted with uniforms and to maintain 
a military appearance at all times.

rise of about 75 feet ‘‘flat footed from 
a standstill.’’ The vestigial wings that the 
earlier models bore, like the atrophied digits 
of the eohippus, have now in the process of 
evolution been dropped, permitting of amaz- 
ing observability when compared with the 
airplane. 
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These technical characteristics have their 
tactical implications. The giro’s ability to 
ascend from and descend to a small area 
permits its operation in elose touch with 
artillery. It ean hop about near a column, 
hover over it, or its wings may be folded 
back and accompany the column in a trailer. 
It makes possible a more rapid, complete 
and detailed reconnaissance than can be 
done by any other means. Communications 
present no great problem—telephone, radio, 
wing and throttle signals, dropped messages 
and even voice (from ship to ground) are 
possible and practicable. The giro is less 
vulnerable than a balloon, less visable than 
either balloon or airplane when in flight, 
and on the ground it may be completely 
concealed by the simple expedient of fold- 
ing the blades and running the ship into 
woods or brush. 

The engine, fuselage and landing gear of 
the giro are similar in principle to those 
of the conventional type of aircraft. But 
we proceed toward unfamiliar grounds when 
we pass above the wingless fuselage, and 
upward along the pylon to the rotor. There 
we find the magie bridle which differen 
tiates the giro from the conventional plane. 
It consists of three symmetrically mounted

gine by opening the throttle. The propeller 
moves the giro forward, the forward move 
ment creates an airflow that increases the 
speed of rotation of the rotor and the rapid 
ly whirling rotor lifts the ship into the air. 
During the duration of the flight, no further 
power is applied to the rotor; it continues 
to funetion on the principle of autorotation. 

Pegasus has disadvantages. Child 
of the earth as well as the air, he must 
renew his vigor by frequent visits to the 
Fountain of Pirene.

pylon, developed when taking off from un 
even ground, which was the subject of crit- 
icism at that time, seems to have been elim 
inated. This writer watched carefully every 
takeoff from the curved surface of the 
weedy hill-top used for a landing field, and 
noted that while the giro had in each as- 
cension a rough ride until earth was left 
behind, no ‘‘shimmying’’ of the pylon mech- 
anism could be detected. 

It seems logical that the artillery should 
be issued the giro as part of its own equip- 


ment. A driver leading his pair to water 
does not secure the joint action of the 
Navy. Dismounted drill in the artillery is 


not done pig-a-back on doughboys, simply 
to further the cause or to obey the princi- 
ple of specialization. An artillery major, 
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wishing to make a mounted reconnaissance 
does not become a voltigeur behind a spe- 
cially detailed cavalryman and say: ‘‘Take 
me here; now there; now halt; now gallop.’’ 
The time will come when there will be a 
box stall in the artillery stables marked 
‘«Pegasus.’’ Then bring on your Chimeras.

(The 
other two officers were on temporary duty 
at Bluefields.) The squad reported that the 
estimated number of bandits was one hun 
dred. It was thought that they had one 
machine gun. The commander was not 
known, 

The lieutenant, now company command 
er, knows that no help can come from 
Bluefields prior to 20 hours, and only then 
if the troops ean get a boat. He knows 
that the USS Asheville with its companies 
of bluejackets is enroute to Puerto Cabe 
zas and will arrive tomorrow. He knows 
there are two Marine observation planes, 
armed, at Managua. 

4th Requirement 

You are the lieutenant. The squad brings 
you the information of the bandits at 
2:00 PM. Your decision at this time.

He ordered a special 
train, boarded it with the remainder of the 
company, and proceeded toward the bandit 
area. Bluefields and Managua were in 
formed of the situation. 

The bandits were reported at Moss Farm,

Without dismounting to 
gate, the troops continued on to the end 
of the line where the Guardia searched 


until dark and camped at Cuyutigne that 
night. The few natives who had escaped 
capture at Cuyutigne said the bandits had 
not returned. 
5th Requirement 
Your plans for the morning of April 12. 
Historical Solution 
lieutenant decided to return to 
Puerto Cabezas, restoring order en route. 
Immediately after sun-up the troops en- 
trained and started toward home. 

Just before reaching Snaki Bridge the 
train was ambushed by the bandits, who 
had hidden as the train passed yesterday. 
The engineer was shot, the engine’s water 
tank was exhausted, and the lieutenant 
learned that the rails on Snaki Bridge were 
torn up and the bandits held a command- 
ing hill position overlooking the bridge. 

At this time the two Marine planes 
located the Guardia. By signals the lieu- 
tenant indicated the position of the bandits, 
and for as long as their guns and bombs 
held out the planes raked the position with 
fire.

At 2:30 PM this date Capt. John C. 
Wood, USMC, arrived at Puerto Cabezas 
from Bluefields as relief company com 
mander. He brought with him two medi 


eal officers, and one of the regular lieu 
tenants of the 9th company who had been 
in Bluefields. He found the townsfolk in 
turmoil, rumors mounting, but he could 
gain little real information. Captain 
Wood’s first action was to request further 
air reconnaissance. The planes were sent 
out again, and at 5:30 returned with the 
report that the Guardia troops were break 


ing through the bandit control of the 
bridge. Shortly thereafter a telephone con 
nection was made with the patrol lieu- 
tenant who told Captain Wood that the 
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troops had crossed the bridge and were now 
at Wakiwas Farm. Within half an hour 
later a prisoner who had escaped from the 
bandits during the airplane bombing at- 
tack of the morning reported to Captain 
Wood. From him it was learned that the 
bandits numbered 130, were well armed 
with rifles, pistols, and machetes, and car 
ried extra bags of ammunition. They were 
commanded by Pedro Blandon, one of San 
dino’s generals. The main detachment now 
held a hill at Moss Farm, but patrols were 
operating between Wakiwas and Puerto 
Cabezas. Thus enemy was on both sides 
of the foree at Wakiwas. Puerto Cabezas 
held no troops. 
6th Requirement

Historical Solution 

Captain Wood decided to strike the main 
foree at Moss Farm in the morning. 

As the bandits had taken a large quan

tity of loot but still remained, the city 
must be their intent, reasoned Captain 
Wood. Yet, if the Guardia were withdrawn 
to the city, it would leave the railroad ex 
posed and the farm properties unprotected. 
If he attempted to defend in the position 
the Guardia now held, the bandit force 
could eontain him and still send looting 
parties to the exposed city. If the Guardia 
was split and part left at Wakiwas and 
part returned to Puerto Cabezas, the halves 
would be too weak to stand against any 
determined threat. So, Captain Wood 
wisely decided that the far best course of 
action lay in immediate attack. Because 
the bandits knew they greatly outnumbered 
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the Guardia they would not be expecting 
an attack. Many a general has made 4 
name by making an assault with inferior 
numbers. 

Captain Wood radioed Managua request. 
ing automatic weapons and ammunition by 
plane. And, to protect the city, he radioed 
the USS Asheville asking her to land a 
foree immediately upon arrival. 

At 3:00 AM April 13 a small train— 
locomotive, flat ear, and banana car—left 
Puerto Cabezas. Captain Woed took pre- 
cautions to have the flat car edged with 
sand bags, and the train was preceded by 
a scout in a gasoline motor ear. Arriv- 
ing at Wakiwas at 6:20 the company com 
mander telephoned last minute instructions 
to the airplane pilots so as to obtain simul- 
taneous arrival of aireraft and ground 
troops at Snaki Bridge where the first 
line of resistance was expected. 

The arrival at the bridge was simul. 
taneous, but there was no enemy. After 
firing several automatic bursts into possible 
bandit positions on the far bank and re- 
ceiving no return fire one squad crossed 
the 480 foot span while the remaining 
troops covered their advance. Reaching the 
other side in safety the squad deployed 
and protected the crossing of the remainder 
of the Guardia (three squads). As he was 
collecting his foree on the left bank of 
the river Captain Wood received a dropped 
message from one of the planes, which had 
been scouting to the front, informing him 
of the bandits position—now on the hills 
at Logtown. The message urged all pos 
sible speed because the pilots had only 1% 
hours gas left. 

7th Requirement 

Formation and route for advancing on 
Logtown. 

Historical Solution 

Captain Wood advanced straight down 
the railroad because of the urgency for 
speed. The patrol lieutenant and one squad 
formed the advance guard, 75 yards from 
the head of the main body which marched 
in two files on each side of the right of 
way, 5 yards between men. Captain Wood 
was at the head of the main body. Fifty 
yards in rear of the column a squad formed 
the rear guard. This guard contained a 
medical officer. No flank guards were used 
because of their inability to keep up with 
the speed of the column. 

It was now noon, and the mid-day tropi- 
cal heat, the speed of the advance, the en- 
forced detours through miasmatie ravines 
because of burnt trestle bridges, and the 
heavy loads of ammunition and machine 
guns brought acute fatigue to the troops 
long before they reached Louisiana Farm. 
Here natives informed the Guardia that 
the bandits occupied the huts in the center 
of the clearing at Logtown (Fig. 2). 
Though the bandits had been alarmed by 
the airplanes, they seemed unaware that 
ground forees were near. 

The clearing at Logtown is about 500 
yards south to north by 375 yards east to 
west. The railroad crosses through a de- 
file, the ground sloping up on both sides 
from the cut to the brush. 

8th Requirement 

Your plan for attacking the bandits in 
the clearing. 

Historical Solution 

Captain Wood had each squad enter at 
a different point, A, B, C, D, debouching 
from the southern woods against the houses 
in a line of squad columns. 

As the last Guardia entered, fire opened 
on the columns from both right and left 
flanks at the edge of the brush. The 
firing startled the bandits who were in the 
shacks. They ran from the settlement in 
an attempt to make the woods, but seeing 
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how completely the Guardia had covered 
the clearing, they grovelled for firing posi 
tions underneath the stilted houses. 

The two planes, attacking with the 
ground troops, were now bombing and ma 
chine gunning the bandits both in the 
houses and in the edge of the woods, 
though the exact position of the brush 
men was not known. 

9th Requirement 

Your plans. 

Historical Solution 

Without hesitation Captain Wood charged 
the shacks and routed the enemy from that 
stronghold. The railroad cut formed some 
protection from the enemy on his flanks. 
Under cover of this defile he reorganized 
and prepared to assault the east woods, 
closer by several hundred yards than the 
west, while part of his force kept the ban 
dits in the west brush occupied. The heavy 
Browning on the south and the Lewis on 
the north were prepared to support. 

Forming a thin skirmish line the at 
tackers ran up the slope and were into the 
woods before fire from the west woods 
could be brought on them. Few prisoners 
were taken, but lots of dead were left. 

Rejoining the others in the protection of 
the cut, the entire force now moved against 
the west woods. The machine guns were 
functioning beautifully, sweeping the woods 
again and again and quickly diminishing 
the bandit fire which soon beeame wild 
and seattered. Entering the woods Captain 
Wood found all but the dead had dis 
appeared. Firing ceased. A dropped mes 
sage from the plane said, ‘‘Will have to 
shove off now. Gas low. There are a num 
ber of bandit horses seattered over the 
plaee.’’ 

Captain Wood said of this rout, ‘‘It is 
exceedingly rare that active Sandinistas 
operating in the field will leave their camp 
unguarded. I econelude that the group at 
Logtown, estimated to have been 60, were 
pinned to the ground and off their guard 
while taking cover from the airplane bomb 
ing attack which preceded by a few min 
utes the arrival of the Guardia. The econ 
junction of attacks by planes and ground 
troops also probably accounts for the 
casualty of only one of the Guardia while 
the bandit losses were eighteen, includ 
ing their leader (Pedro Blandon).’’ 

It was now 2:30 PM and seouting par 
ties were returning with negative informa 
tion of the irregulars. The following ques 
tions suggested themselves to the company 
commander: 

Shall we pursue? 

Shall we return to Wakiwas where there 
is telephonic communication with Puerto 
Cabezas? 

Shall we march on to Cuyutigne to in 
spect what damage has been done and to 
restore order in that town? 

10th Requirement 

Your solution. 

Historical Solution 

The Guardia returned to Wakiwas 

Bandits never retreat by bodies, but 
seatter like a bunch of quail to form some 
where else. Pursuit would necessitate dis 
sipating the Guardia, a very unwise move. 
Besides, all the bandit foree had not been 
at Logtown. Part of them were in between 
Wakiwas and Puerto Cabezas when last 
seen. It was time to regain communication 
With the city to ascertain if it had heard 
from the remaining bandits. 

When the company arrived at Wakiwas 
at 7:00 PM a eall was put through to the 
lieutenant left in the city who promptly 
informed the Guardia that an attack on 
the town was most probable. He requested 
that the Guardia make all possible speed 
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to the town, warning of ambushes as he 
spoke. A radio from the Asheville, he 
said, stated she would not land her forces 
at Puerto Cabezas on arrival. 

The troop train continued on, but within 
half an hour it was halted by the scout 
preceding it in the gasoline ear. He had 
escaped from a bandit group at K13 where 
he had almost been captured. Still pre- 
ceded by the car the train moved slowly 
forward and reached Wawa Bridge at 
8:00 PM. A number*of banana boats were 
tied here. On the right bank of the river 
the troops bivouacked for the night. 

The telephone line remained uncut, prob 
ably with purpose. Next morning the 
lieutenant in town reported that the city 
had gone through acute stages of panic in 
the night, and that the Asheville was in 
harbor but still refused to land troops. A 
dropped message from a plane brought the 
alarming news that could not be trans 
mitted by wire—the town was surrounded! 
The trestle bridge’ at K23 was burning. 

llth Requirement 

Your decision at this time. 

Historical Solution 

Captain Wood, in view of this news 
which he believed to be aceurate because 
it was reported by one of his own lieu 
tenants, decided to return to Puerto Cabe 
zas with all haste. 

12th Requirement 
What route would you take? 
Historical Solution 

Captain Wood knew that the greatest 
speed was needed to thwart an impending 
attack on the town. But movement by 
train was stopped by the burning of the 
trestle bridge at K23. By land he could 
go cross country, follow the railroad right 
of way, or use the trail to the east of the 
railroad. All ways were long and tedious, 
would probably lead to ambush, and would, 
at best, result in pushing the bandits into 
a helpless city. But Captain Wood, with 
long experience afloat, was quick to seize 
the means provided at the bridge. With 
batteries from the telephone he started the 
motor boat, and by noon the entire Guar 
dia, fresh, for they had not marched a 
step, was in Puerto Cabezas. 

With the return of the troops panie was 
immediately abated and order restored. 
The city secured, the Guardia sent patrols 
to locate the bandits, but the Sandinistas 
had apparently changed their minds about 
attacking, now that the troops were here. 
\ position for an ambush was found at 
K13, but all rebels had fled. Next morn- 
ing planes reported all clear at Logtown, 
Cuyutigne, and Sacklin. Laborers along 
the railroad returned to work, and the 
banana business resumed operations at the 
old stand. 

Ironically, now that Captain Wood and 
his small company of Guardias had put to 
flight all danger, the Asheville landed blue- 
jackets. Not only that but the USS 
Memphis arrived, the USS Langley was 
ordered to Puerto Cabezas, and reinforce- 
ments were sent from Managua, Panama, 
and Bluefields. 

Captain Wood’s one regret was that the 
Asheville had not landed a foree for the 
city’s protection when he _ requested - it. 
This would have left the Guardia free to 
press the city’s invaders from the rear and 
to prevent their eseape. He feels the 
Bluejackets from within and the Guardia 
from without could have put a_ beautiful 
nuteracker on the bandits. In remarking 
of the Asheville’s failure to assist in this 
matter Captain Wood pithily 
‘*Although friendly troops may be easily 
within supporting distance, they will not, 
necessarily, support.’*
